On page two of the Notice of Allowability attached to the Notice of Allowance, the 
Examiner sets forth his reasons for allowing the application. 

There are discrepancies between the reasons and the limitations of the independent 
claims. For example, the Examiner refers to "a discrete agent system." However, the term 
"discrete" does not appear in the claim 16, for example. 

The Reasons for Allowance appear to be an attempt to briefly summarize the limitations 
of each of the independent claims. Clearly, this is a difficult task. It is believed that the 
discrepancies between the reasons for allowance and the limitations of the independent claims 
are reflection of the difficulty of the task, not an indication of a misunderstanding on the part of 
the Examiner. It is believed that the Examiner understands the limitations of the independent 
claims and has allowed the application for the appropriate reasons. Clearly, the scope of the 
claims is defined by the language thereof, but not by any statements in the Reasons for 
Allowance.
